As we all iknow, parts of Canada wers 
first inhabited by North American Indians, The remains of as ATTIWANDARTAN 
fortified village is located on high ground overlooking Medway Creek in 
northwest London, In 1679 La Salle was fur trading in this area, The 
north and south branches of the Thomes River join in the heart of the city, 
After the battle of the Plains of Abraham in 1759, French rnle in Canada 
ended, and this area became a closed Indian Territory, The first settlers 
arrived around 1783, many of them Unitad Empire Loyalists, In 1815 forty 
families took up iand in London at tie forks of the Thomes River. Ths Olid 
Court House was-completed in 1830, and Londen was founded, In 1828 London 
was made Military Haadquarters forUpper Canada, became a village in 1840, 

a town in 1848, and a city in 1855, The Old Court House was vacated in 
1974, Wolsey Barracks may closa in the very near future, but London will 
contins to bs one of the finest cities in Canada,
